English speaking race a num ber of historical 
novels, 
invariably 
based upon fact, recognized as w orthy of classical status. 
W hen he 
created “Ivanhoe” - he created a figure which was to live forever; 
the book is to be regarded as a milestone in literature. 
And what 
Scott attained with “Ivanhoe” in the literature of his day, the Uni­ 
versal company is aiming at iii this modern age. 
“Ivanhoe,” in pic­ 
tures. will prove epoch-making in the history of cinem atography 
the world over. 
As a story of its kind is scarcely to be excellen; 
“Ivanhoe,” the cinematograph picture, as produced by Herbert Bren-

ba J, the Lion Heart,** the right­ 
ful king, should return. 
At Rotherw’ood there lived 
t the time a Saxon nobleman, Ced­ 
ric, who had, at least in spirit, refused the yoke of the invading Nor­ 
mans. 
His son. Wilfred, however, was kindly 
disposed 
toward 
them and had received from K ing Richard the manor “Ivanhoe.” He 
loved his adopted sister, a beautiful Saxon girl of the royal blood, 
though his father was not kindly disposed to the match on account 
of the son’s affiliation. 
Ivanhoe subsequently joined Richard the Lion H eart in the Holy 
I.and and the years passed on without news of him. 
Prince John 
bestowed Ivanhoe’s barony on Reginald de Boeuf, a licentious Nor­ 
man. 
Rowena is sought by Athelstone in m arriage with the appro­ 
val of Cedric. 
She refuses. 
At the time the play opens Ivanhoe has returned disguised as a 
bely man to test the feelings of his father and former sweetheart. 
Rowena is still loyal. 
From here the scene changes to a forest where are seen tw’o 
weary travelers trying to gain shelter before night. 
These are the 
wealthy Jewish money lender, Isaac of York, disguised as a poor 
peddler, the better to ply his trad e of usury, and his daughter, Re­ 
becca. 
They are taken into Lord Cedric’s mansion, where Ivanhoe, 
still disguised, saves Rebecca from the insults of de Bois Guilbert. 
De Bois Guilbert and bis companions suspect 
th at 
Isaac 
has 
money and plan to make him prisoner. Ivanhoe ushers the old man 
and his daughter from the mansion, but is left stunned in trying to 
cut off the advance of the schemers. 
W hen he recovers Im makes 
his way to the Jew in the woods and again falls fainting. 
His own 
father and sweetheart have been carried off captives and when he 
again awakens, Isaac and his daughter have 
also 
been 
captured 
while they were in the woods searching for water. 
We are next taken into th e camp of Robin Hood. 
Richard the 
Won H eart joins the party and to Robin makes known his identity. 
Here Ivanhoe joins the party later and enjoins the aid of the king. 
Robin Hood and his followers in an attem pt to rescue his folks 
and the Jews. 
Following there is a vicious attack upon the Torqu 
ilstone Castle, where the four arc held prisoners. 
The Normans are forced back into their castle and De Bois, 
fearing that the odds are against him, throws the Jewish maiden on 
his horse and escapes. 
He carries the girl before the tribunal of 
the O rder of Good Templars on a charge of sorcery out of revenge 
for his defeat. 
There rem ains but one chance for her to escape with 
life and that is to find a knight to establish her innocence by de­ 
feating in mortal combat her accuser. 
W hen news of this is brought to Ivanhoe by Gurth he does not 
hesitate to champion her cause. The day arrives; Rebecca is hound 
to the stake with faggots piled around her feet. 
The trum pet is 
blown once and then again w ithout response, but as the flames be­ 
gin to lick upward there comes through 
the 
amazed 
crowd 
a 
knight. 
W hat follows is a m erciless fight between De 
Bois 
and 
Ivanhoe. 
As the latter is declared the victor the Black Knight ar­ 
rives, casts off his disguise and discloses himself as the king. Ivan­ 
hoe is reconciled with his father and married later by the Bishop of 
York. 
Rebecca, herself aching for the love of the gallant knight, 
joins his hand to that of Row'ena and departs with her father. 
“ Ivanhoe” will be at the Lona tomorrow, Friday, afternoon and 
night.

Most people believe that if they can 
force their hens to molt early they 
will lay more eggs during the season, 
but this is not truc^ 
Hens that have 
molted late will lay more eggs during 
the winter than the early molters. 
This has been shown by the most 
careful experiments, but the facts are 
not generally known. 
Molting hens require a large amount 
of feed containing nitrogen such as oil 
meal, m eat and other feeds rich in pro­ 
tein. Molting can be forced by cutting 
down the feed of liens as it has ben} 
shown by experim ents that scantily 
fed hens begin molting earlier than 
those on full feed, but the form er do 
not finish molting much earlier. 
Starved liens molt more uniformly 
than others and this is particularly 
noticeable In hens two or three years 
old. 
In an experim ent conducted by the 
Cornell experim ent 
station 
It 
was 
found th at on a basis of IOO hens the 
fed flock produced eggs to the value 
of $29.97 m ore than by the starved 
flock. 
The total income from all the birds 
was $278 for the starved flock and 
$350 for the fed flock, a difference in 
favor of natural molting for the year 
of about $95. 
A w estern poultryman of long ex­ 
perience gives his method of controll­ 
ing molting as follows: 
As soon as the hens are through 
laying he turns them out on alfalfa, 
feeding them dry bran only, in add! 
tion. 
E nder this treatm ent they get 
thin. 
Then he feeds them a mixed 
ration of grains and meat, giving a 
light feed in the morning and all they 
will eat at noon and nignt. 
Under 
tliis treatm ent they 
finish 
molting 
quickly, get new* feathers and begin 
laying in September. 
By October I 
they are all in good laying condition 
and make a profit through the fall 
and winter.
